" Popifh Principle too, viz. That Faith is nos to 


be kept with Heretichs ———— Who they e+ 
fteem as Enemies to God, and to be Root- 
ed out of the Earth ———— Tho’, by the 
Way, we fee the Publick Faith of one and 
t’other regarded much alike, as in fome 
Northern and Baflern Nations has been 
feen of late very particularly. 

But I never heard till now, that any one 
had broach’d a third degree of Truce-break- 
ing Principles, viz. That Faith is not to be 
kept with Presbyterians—And that we may 
not run Blindfold upon this Abominable 
Thing, I cannot but thins it a piece of Ser- 
vice to the Publick, to remind the Men of 
this Generation what they are doing, and 
to warn them of the Gulph they are falling 
into in Time—— And ihis I fhafl do in be- 
half of England, rather thania behalf of 
Scotland. 

I could not be Witnefs te fo much of the 
Union with Scotland, as 7 bave been, but I 
muft be Witne/s to the Fears, the Jealou. 
fies, and / am forry to fay now, JUST Ap. 
prehenfions the People were in there, at 
that Time, that we fhould ufe them i0 when 
we had them in our Hands; aad many of 
thofe Apprehentions are lefc upon Record 
in Print —— We aflur’d them of all Eaith. 
fur, Punleat, Bxadt keeping the Treaty 
when made, of all favourable ConRtru@ions 
ol it, and Kind, Friendly, and Brotherly 
Treatment from the Bnglifh, when United s 
and that wich d'ficulty enough they were 
brenghe to Unite.
